STl'BBORX HUMAN NATURE 


Qlnlx-Dem'icral. 


The Boston Herald 
thinks 
that 


Northern politicians have ignored the 
act that there is a good deal of hu- 
man 
nature 
in the 
people 
of 


he 
South. 
In 
their 
haste 
to 


ring the Southerners up to the nine- 
eenth century standard, the Herald 
elicves they expected the latter to ac- 
complish a number of impossibilities— 
mong others, to change their industrial 
nstitutions and their very civilization 
n a day because beaten in war, submit 
o being plundered and misgoverned by 
an ignorant and cormorant horde, and 
o receive with open arms and assimi- 
ale at once alien clement* of po'pula 
tion and distasteful ideas. This state 
ment has given the Bourbons of the 
South intense comfort, and one paper, 
n commenting on it. passionately ob- 
serves : "There has been a childish 
desire on the part of the North to have 
the South acknowledge that she was 
.1 together wrong in the late war." Both 
the fferald and its Southern commenta- 
tor are utterly wrong in their diagonosis 
of Northern feeling, 


The North never at any tiiae desired 


the Southern people to quietly suffer 
themselves to be p'undercd by anybody 
ignorant or otherwise ; but the carpet- 
bag governments of which the South 
complains so long and so loudly were 
thejegitimate roault of that human na 
ture which it is so hard to overcome 
There was a good deal of human nature 
in the North at the close o? the war 
and when it was remembered what ruin 
the war had wrought it was exceedingly 
hard for many a well-balanced man tr 
keep down the old Adam within him 
The temptation to make the authors o 
the war pay all its expenses was strong 
but the resuscitation of the South was 
really the important duty of the hour 
and the temptation was resisted. IIu 
man nature longed to punish the guilty 
but good sense taught, in the midst o 
the more important labor of providing 
for the national life of the future, tha 
they were not worth punishing. Thi 
North suppressed its human nature ant 
invited the South to exert itself to di 
likewise. There was little expectation 
in the North that the South would ac 
cept the invitation ; but one thing thi 
South could not avoid—the conse 
quences. If it chose not to recognizi 
the altered stata of things because i 
did not like them, it could not escap 
tbe penalty of its want of judgtr 
If it chose to give full play to its hu- 
man nature it must inevitably be visit 
ed with a reign of human nature 
When thieves come to the front, as the; 
were certain to do under the circum 
stances, the South, instead of censurinj 
itself for its folly, blamed the Nortl 
which had counseled it all the time t 
take care of itself. But when driven 
to apply a remedy the "South still ad- 
hered to its human nature, anil when 
the JNortb. objected to the method o 
cure the South charged it with desirin. 
to perpetuate the disease. 


The North is not unfamiliar with thi 


difficulty of upsetting thieving govern- 
ments, but it can never be brought tc 
believe that human nature and the shot 
gun are Jproper instruments of reform 
Had the Southern whites manful]' 
quelled their human nature and EC 
themselves resolutely to work to assim 
ilate a few distasteful ideas, they woulc 
have had no carpet-bag governments 
That they were not equal to the emer- 
gency was not a disappointment to the 
Northern people; but the latter did no 
deem it wise to wipe their eyes during 
their season of lamentation. The South 
is entirely at liberty to take its own 
time in getting at the work which i 
must sooner or later do, but the Nortl 
does not feel called upon to sympathizi 
with it. Delay only makes tbe worl 
more difficult, and if the South is aatia 
Sed the North can afford to bide it 
time. There is a growing feeling a 
the South that the cultivation of hu- 
man nature is destined to produce bit- 
ter fruit—a feeling which the Nortl 
has entertained from the beginning 
The practice of driving voters awa' 
from the polls, and counting votes with" 
out regard to their number or charac- 
ter, will, if persisted in, be abolished b' 
human nature, and if the Southern 
whites are wise they will atop it now 
The North has let tha nineteenth cen- 
tury loose on the South, and the shorte 
the time required by the South to sub- 
mit to the infliction the better it wil 
be for it. It cannot drive off the in- 
truder, and there is no escape from the 
work of assimilation cut out for it 
Any acknowledgement by the Soutl 
that it was wrong in the late war i 
wholly unnecessary, since if it comes in 
advance of works meet for repentanc 
its sincerity will be generally ques- 
tioned. There is a desire on the par 
of tbe North that the South shouli 
develop conscience enough to hold it: 
human nature in check, but the South'! 
opinion of itself is purely a local mat- 
ter.

It was expected that the opposition of 
the army would have broken up the 
colony and sent them back home to 
their families, bat it seems to have bad 
the opposite effect, as they think Con- 
gress will soon act, and then it will be 
a race for the choice of claims. Maj. 
llandall said to-day that there need bo 
no fear of an Indian outbreak it the 
eettlers went hi by permission of tho 
Government, but there would be dan- 
ger if the settlers found their way in 
and the troops attempted to put them 
out, and the Indians would rise think- 
ing they were helping the Government. 
Col. 
Cappinper left this evening for 


Leavenworth leaving Maj. Bandall in 
command. The excitement was in- 
creased in the camp by the arrival of 
B. V. Overton, Governor of the Chicka- 
saw nations ; N. C. Duncan, of the 
Cherokee; G. W. Grayson, of the 
Creeks. Tbese gentlemen would never 
be taken for Indians, as they have only 
about a sixteenth of Indian blood in 
their veins. They registered from Iowa 
to conceal their identity, but they found 
this was necessary as the colonists were 
glad to see them. Thomas Cloud a 
full blood, represents the Seminoles. 
They say if the Government permits 
tbe colony to go to Oklahoma their 
people will raise an army of 5,000 to 
drive them out. 
They are very bitter. 


Mr. Grayson said to the colonists: "We 
are doing all we can to prevent the 
opening of the country, and you had as 
well go home, for we have bought and 
can buy your Congressmen like so many 
sheep and cattle." He denounced Col. 
Boudinot aa the Benedict Arnold of the 
Indian race. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Gen. But- 


tler turned over to the National Board 
of Managers of the Soldiers' Elomc, 
$125,000 in bonds of tbe States of Mis- 
souri, Tennessee, North Carolina and 
West Virginia. Some years ago this 
sum was bequeathed to the Soldiers' 
Home of the United States by Horatio 
Ward, an American citizen who died in 
London. After some litigation 
the 


wishes of the testator were carried out, 
and the bonds were transmitted to Gen. 
Butler at Boston. At the time of their 
arrival Gen. Butler was absent on a 
yachting trip, and his agent deposited 
them in a certain Boston bank, which 
subsequently failed, and in some man- 
ner these bonds were lost. The bonds 
turned over to day were purchased by 
Gen. I'utler to replace the beqnest in 
kind. 


WASHINGTON, December 17.—The 


National Board of trade concluded its 
labors and adjourned sine die. The 
first question brought before the Board 
to-day was a resolution declaring the 
results of the operation of the tele- 
graph in Great Britain as a part of the 
postal system of that country arc such 
as to commend the adoption of a simi- 
lar system to the people of the United 
States. This resolution elicited a ,long 
and very interesting debate, but it was 
finally adopted by the required two- 
thirds majority. A resolution was also 
adopted commending the efforts made 
by the Department of State for the 
collection of 'valuable information by 
our foreign Consuls bearing upon and 
calculated to extend our export trade. 
A resolution to the eifcct that the 
American mails on the ocean should be 
carried in American ships, was, after 
some debate, indefinitely postponed. 
The shipping question was brought up 
again, but, owing td a difference of 
opinion between those who desired a 
modification of the navigation laws, and 
those who were opposed to such modifi- 
cation, no action was taken. The Board 
then adjourned, to meet in Washington 
next December. 


Secretary Thompson, whose resigaa- 


tion goes into effect Monday next, at 
the request of a number of friends and 
subordinate officers, will bold a recep- 
tion in bis office to-morrow afternoon 
for the purpose of taking formal leave 
of his employes. • The Secretary will 
probably remain at the Department un- 
til Monday next. He will visit his 
home in Indiana in the course of a week 
or so to attend to some business, after 
which he expects to return to Washing- 
ton for the winter. 


Vice JPresident Wheeler to-day re- 


ceived the electoral votes of Rhode Is- 
land, Indiana, Kansas and California, in 
each instance by a messenger. He has 
now received, either by mail or messen- 
ger, the votes of all the States except 
Oregon.

BUFFALO, December 17.—A -serious 


fire, attended by heavy loss of life, oc- 
curred here this evening. About six 
o'clock Dre was discovered in the third 
story of the immense five-story building 
owned by George Tifft, on Perry street, 
and occupied by Birgc £ Sons, wall 
paper manufacturers. The building is 
80 feet front by about 300 feet in 
depth, and about 150 men and boys 
were employed. In less tban twenty 
minutes after tbe alarm was given the 
building was in a mass of flames. The 
walls crumbled and felt and probably 
buried twenty or thirty of the employes. 
The doors to the different rooms were 
hung to swing in each, and each Had'a 
heavy spring closing them, thereby re- 
tarding the egress of tbo occupants. 
The building was without Ore-escapes 
of any kind. The terrified workmen 
jumped from the windows, and many 
of them escaped with broken bones and 
bruised bodies. Those in the apper 
stories unable to escape, appeared for a 
moment at the windows and then sank 
back suffocated in smoke and flames. 


James Ryan and John Kennedy, em- 


ployed on the fourth floor of the large 
building, jumped to the ground, escap- 
ing with only slight bruises. A small 
boy, name unknown, was seen to jump 
from the fifth floor, catch hold of a tel- 
egraph wire, which broke, and sliding 
down the wire, escaped with only a bad 
cut on tbe hand. The parents and 
friends of the dead and missing ones 
surround the ruins. The streets are 
full of rumors, and probably the list of 
those known to be killed will be more 
than doubled when the smoking bricks 
and ruins can be removed.

day Antony F. Tucker and wife, color- 
ed, living in Prince George county, 
locked their two children in the house 
and went to pick peas.

Change* In Floor Making. 
; 


Minneapolis Letter. 


Tbe old mill stones «re all b eiag tak- 


en oat and n*w itsel rollers ire substi- 
tuted in their placM. Whwt, by thft 
new process of floor miking, U not 
ground, it is cracked. It paewa through 
live sett of rollers, each sat closer than 
the former. These rollers are thirty 
inches long and ten inches in diameter. 
After passing between each set of rollers 
it is "bolted" or lifted through cloth. 
The last rollers have hardly anything 
but wheat hulU and the waxy germs 
which do not crackjup but smash togeth- 
er. So flour ia now cracked and disinte- 
grated without grinding. The first roll- 
ers crack the kernels of wheat into, say 
six pieces. The starch substance which 
rattles out drops through the cloth 
sieves or bolting cloths, 


1 liese six pieces are broken between 


the next rollers into thirty-six pieces. 
I'nen the white starch crumbs are sifted 
out ayain, and the thirty-six pieces are 
passed between still tighter rollers, 
which crack them into 216 precei; aa 
other set of rollers screwed together with 
tremendous pressure makes 7,776 pieces. 
1'be scientific miller says a grain of 
wheat is finally cracked into 7,770 pie- 
ces without being ground at all. This 
is the Hungarian process. The germ of 
Hie kernel of wheat is a waxy substance 
not fit tn eat. 
Between stones, this 


germ grinds into tbe flour and damages 
it. Jiy the new process of the Hungari- 
an rollers the germ is flattened put, and. 
it is bolted out, However, it is finally 
ground up wilh the debris on stones to 
make the low grade flour, which we soil 
in Rotterdam tor $2.60 per barrel,
